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When the dialectical game is analysed, one finds in the cheapest business of a room in 
Argentina, a number of Islamic families all housed in labour for a hotel or company - this 
is the image of Sehars which are in Quran a number of families lost to the Arab continent 
and involved in deep criminalization and even excluded from the city, and not appearing 
in general, and is the story of Sehar - a man walks into a cheap hotel lane and is followed 
by gangsters to his home, where of course the stories are cinematic. 


Its sociology is the monad Arab world - which then expresses a wish to be in Europe and 
this becomes a reality if the sociology of the European world is understood as lower rung 
and horizontal exclusion belonging to the Arab people - they are usually found “in a room 
all of them and striking, | understand that to mean Arab, and they are all over which is 
why we want them to get out.” A National Party spokesperson was of course commenting 
on Paris and Nantierre and all parts of France. 


I. Need for Speed - A Game applied to Arab and Other European Stories 


When a set of cars are racing in a game called Need for Speed, there is also maneuvering 
and racing, which fails the Arab economic order, which is then reduced to post-fordist 
cheap businesses which then is the international tournament of speeding cars with a low 
Arab sector in fact which is international, and fits into pit stops and fails the game and 
even finds itself in Europe or in Latin America and India, in failed races - which means 
that the car begins as a public sector development in the 1990s Fordist economics, and 
races in fact as elite households with high finance, and becomes by the Arab crisis in the 
2000 - 2020 period a cheap car not visible in the race of cars but modelled into failed 
lives and crisis lives which means fit into cheap areas of say Paris, and even Madrid and 
cheap towns in Spain, and other parts of the world, but especially the Orientalist Europe 
which calls this an immigrant crisis in their politics. 


Il. Maneuvering 


When the cheap car tries to maneuver into a fast lane it has a lot of accidents and illegal 
cases, and even attacks cars with legal and political type of maneuvering, and this 
becomes the story of anti-immigrant Europe not only France, but a general apathy 
towards the Arab world which is now a globalized car which is busy trading with Europe 
its franchise of cheap cars and illegal life. 


Ill. Global Cross-Temporality - Cars and Racing in the Context of History 


From Moorish 1800s to its Arab immigrant crisis recently, to periods in the Israel 
migration away from Europe in the 1950s, to even Arab aristocracy in the 1970s settled 
in Europe to even finally Catalan Independence in Spain which is mired in debates on 
nationality and independence, which becomes the general story of populist far rights in 
Europe becoming dominant on some type of nationalism against immigrants, the 
European Orientalism in the past against the Islamic Other - Europe is a story of car 
racing in this constellation - which means in fact cheap cars racing with financial cars is 
then the post-Fordist small businesses of Islam creating cheap businesses across Europe 
and also across the Arab world, and is a migrant history - imagine a line of flight and 
several small modes of exchange in a nomadology of this diaspora as post-colonialism 
amounts to according to its Homi K. Bhabha analysis - now all that was revolutionary 
parties ends up a cosmopolitanism of the world and diaspora because antagonism is 
contingent to a situation not its rule - which also amounts to a new vogue - Islam as with 
Judaism, a set of cheap business diasporas.
